All these Clerks are in the Appointment of the Patentees, who were brought into the Office early in 
life, and Messrs, Reid’s, Mathews, Howard, Thomas, Hill, Wm. Clancy and Pasley, served their 
Apprenticeship in said Office; besides these Clerks, there are Three Apprentices and several Writing 
or Under Clerks, who are employed by said Clerks, and paid by them Salaries for their Labour in the 
performance of the Business of the Office ; and in the Appointment of these Clerks, the Patentees 
Lave never interfered, but have left the selection of them to their Deputies. 

The Income of these Clerks arise from Fees payable to them on the Business they execute, and are 
totally separate from those payable to the Patentee and their Deputies. 

There are at present Fifteen Clerks employed in the Office, and the Number vary according to the 
urgency of Business ; they are paid by the Principal Clerks, according to the Business they execute.

THREE Persons employed in my Office, the Accountant General, and Two Clerks and 
that the Accountant General holds his office by patent, and that the Clerks are under his 
appointment; that the Salary paid to the Accountant General, from the first formation of 
the Office, is £. 500 per annum, and that of his First Clerk, £. 100 per annum. The Second 
Uerk has no Salary, but has usually been paid by the First Clerk out of the Emoluments of 
the Uffiee. 

That I, as Accountant General, have received no Fees or Emoluments whatever save mv 
Sahary of £.500 per annum; but that the First Clerk has, from the first institution of the 
Uffiee, claimed and received different Sums, for drawing certificates and orders, and making 
transfers, amounting in the whole to about £.300 per annum, according to his Representation 
on oath before the Commissioners of Inquiry, as appears from their Report, printed under 
the authority of this Honourable House, and to which I humbly beg leave to refer. 

1 beg leave humbly to submit to this Honourable House, that till my appointment in July 
1815 this Office was, by my three Predecessors, held as a Sinecure, and the Business trans- 
acted by Deputy ; but since that time, I have paid personal attention to its Duties and 
authenticated all necessary documents, for the performance of which I was obliged to relin- 
guish my attendance on Circuit as a Lawyer. 

I continued the two Clerks whom I found in the Office at the time of my appointment ■ 
the First Clerk, a gentleman of approved respectability, who had acted for several years as 
Deputy to my Predecessor, and proposed submitting the management of the several Duties 
and Emoluments to the Chancellor, who by Act of Parliament has that superintendence. 
But finding that the Emoluments claimed by the First Clerk had been sanctioned by Lord 
Clare, and were regularly taxed by the Masters, and that the Commissioners of Inquiry 
appointed by this Honourable House, were then actually employed in the investigation 
intrusted to them, it was deemed most respectful, not to proceed at that time to any 
alteration in the long established usage of the Office, but to wait for the Report of the 
Commissioners, and to leave it to the wisdom of Parliament to make such Regulations as 
they might think proper, which Regulations when made, shall be strictly attended to so long 
as 1 have the honour of holding the appointment. “

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No. 1 8.— LORD TREASURER’S REMEMBRANCER OP THE COURT OF 
EXCHEQUER. 



THE Establishment of the Office of Lord Treasurer's Remembrancer of the Court of 
Exchequer, when complete, consists of one Deputy and four Secondaries, forming an 
a Sg re g ate °f five Persons. To prevent inconvenience to the Suitors, arising from the illness 
or absence of the Deputy, a second Deputy has been for several years past appointed ; 
but the Person so appointed does not act except on the above occasions. 

By the death of two of the Secondaries, there is at present employed in the Office but 
two persons, exclusive of Clerks; namely, one holding the joint situations of Deputy and 
Secondary, by separate appointments ; and the other, the situation of Secondary, also 
by appointment. 

The Deputies and Secondaries are appointed by the Principal, by deed poll, or instru- 
ment under hand and seal. The Deputy, on obtaining the approbation of the Lord 
Lieutenant, is sworn into office before the Barons of the Exchequer ; and the Secondaries, 
on producing their appointment in Court, are in like manner sworn into office. They have 
no Salary ; their Emoluments arise from Fees only; and the annual Emoluments of the 
Deputy, on an average of the last four years ending ist of January 1817, amounts to 
£. 374. 6. 9.; and for the year ending 5th January 1817, to the stun of £-367- o. lof. 

The Secondaries have not kept any accurate account of the Emolument of their Office, 
but estimate the four Departments at about <£.90 per year each. 

There are two Clerks employed in the Office ; one by the Deputy, at a salary of <£.52 
per year; the other by the Secondary, at a salary of <£.40.
